Subject, — Licensing of cycles and cycle parts falling under Serial Number 300 and 
301 of Part IV of the Import Trade Control Schedule for January-June 1951. 

No. 1G1-ITC(P.N.)/5Q. — The attention of importers is invited to the remarks 
in column 13 against S. No. 300 and the entries in columns 10 and 12 against S. No. 
301 of Part IV of the I.T.C Schedule in Appendix ‘C’ to Commerce Ministry Public 
Notice No, 150-ITC(P.N.)/50, dated the 15th December 1950. 
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2. It has been decided that Soft Currency Licences for the import of complete 
cycles (excluding rubber tyres and tubes) should be granted to established im- 
porters on the basis of a quota of 40 per cent, of half of best year’s imports of 
complete cycles (excluding rubber tyres and tubes) from all sources excluding 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

3. Newcomeis applications for import of complete cycles excluding rubber tyres 
and tubes from Sort Currency Countries will also be considered. 

4. The quota for cycle parts shown In column 10 of Appendix ‘C’ should be 
10 per cent, instead of 15 per cent, shown therein. Further for the word ‘Nil* In 
column 12 the word ‘Yes’ should be substituted, Implying that newcomers 
may also apply for licences to import cycle parts. 

5. Licences Issued for cycle parts falling under S. N. 301 of Part IV will cover 
cycle parts of all kinds excepting the following:— 

(1) Cycle Bells, 

(2) Cycle stand. 

(3) Carriers. 

(4) Cycle Lamps. 

(5) Handle Grips. 

(6) Brake Rubbers. 

6. Applications should be submitted by established importers and newcomers 
in the form and manner laid down in Public Notice No. 150-ITC(P.N,)/50 of the 
15th December 1950 referred to above.

2. It has been decided to Issue Soft Currency Licences for the import of In- 
candescent lamps of the lantern type of above 400 C.P. falling under Serial 

Numbers 271 and 272 of Part IV of the Import Trade Control Schedule to 
established importers on the basis of a quota of 50 per cent, of half of best year’s 
Imports of all types of incandescent lamps from all sources excluding Afghanistan 
and Pakistan. 

3. Soft Currency Licences for parts of Incandescent lamps will also be granted 

to established importers on the basis of a quota of 50 per cent, of half of best 
year’s imports of all types of parts of Incandescent lamps falling under S. No. 271 
and 272 of Part. IV of the I.T.C. Schedule from all sources excluding Pakistan 

and Afghanistan but the licences will be valid to cover Imports of only the 

following parts:- — 

(i) Pump Valves with head washers 

(ii) Brass Nipples or injectors and 

(111) Clay mantle holders. 

4. Applicants should submit their applications in the form and manner pres- 
cribed In the Public Notice No. 150-ITC(P.N.)/50 dated the 15th December, 1950 
to the Import Trade Controller of the port where similar goods were imported 
in the past. 

5. No Imports of other types of lamps and lanterns or their parts falling under 
the aforesaid Serial Nos. will be licensed. 

Subject.— Export Promotion Scheme — import of rough precious stones against 
exports, falling under Serial No. 253, Part IV. 

No. 163-lTC(P.N.)/50. — The attention of importers Is Invited to Commerce 
Ministry Public Notice No. 118-ITC(P.N.)/50, dated the 26th September, 1950. 
announcing an Export Promotion Scheme according to which special import 
licences will be granted to replace the imported raw material contents of certain 
exported products. 

2. It has since been decided to extend the Export Promotion Scheme so as to 
in-dude the import of “Precious stones, unset and imported uncut, excluding 
diamonds in all forms” falling under Serial No. 253 of Part IV of the Import Trade 
Control Schedule. 
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3. Special import licences will therefore be granted for the above goods against 
the export of cut and polished precious stones or jewellery set with precious 
stones. Such import licences, the value of which will be equal to 50 per cent, of 
the amount received in payment for actual exports of the said description made 
after 1st July, 1950, will be granted on application to the Import Trade Controller 
at the port at which the exports were made, provided the application is other- 
wise in order and confirms to the instructions issued in Public Notice No. 118- 
ITC(P.N.)/60 dated 26th September 1950 as amended from time to time. 

Subject; — Licensing of Agricultural Tractors for the period January — June 1951, 

No. 164-ITC (P,N.)/50. — The attention of importers is invited to clause (3) of 
the form appended to Appendix ZG of the Public Notice No. 150-ITC (Pn)/60; 

dated 15th December, i 950 relating to the licensing of Agricultural Tractors for 
the period January — June 1951. 

2. The following should be substituted for the existing clause (3) in Form A: — 

“Have a sufficient number of factory trained engineers to undertake ‘after- 
sales-service’ and that they have a definite programme of periodical 
service of the tractors sold”.

3. It has also been decided to issue Soft Currency Licences for the import of 
broken glazed tiles falling under S. No. 239 of Part IV of the I.T.C. Schedule 
to established importers on the basis of a quota of 50 per cent, of half of best years’ 
imports of these articles from all sources except Afghanistan and Pakistan. 

4. Applications for the licences for the above goods should be submitted by 
established importers to the Import Trade Controllers at the ports in the form and 
manner prescribed in the aforesaid Public Notice.

266 per 
spindle, Such applicants should enclose with their applications a certificate 
issued by the D. G, I. & S., the State Director of Industries or the Textile Com- 
missioner stating the number of spindle in the mill and confirming the tact that 
the mill contains no looms, in addition to the usual certificate of manufacturing 
capacity and actual requirements. 

9. Licences will issue to applicants of category (d) tc the extent of 16 2/3 per 
cent of their six monthly requirements as certified by the D. G. 1. & S,, State 
Director ot Industries, or the Textile Commissioner. Licences for Japan will- 
issue to the extent of 1/iOth of the total licences thus admissible to them, and 
the balance will take the form of Soft Currency Licences. Such applicants should 
specify clearly in their applications the particular uses for which Artificial Silk 
Yarn is required by them, i.e., whether for making borders, embroidery, hosiery, 
lace or braid. The certificates of manufacturing capacity and actual require- 
ments obtained by them from the D. G. I. & S., the State Director of Industries, 
or the Textile Commissioner should also state the particular uses to which they 
will put the Art. Silk Yarn in question. 

10. Applicants of category (e) will be granted their six months, requirements 
as ceitifted by the appropriate authority. One-tenth of the value of the licences 
admissible to them will be in the form of Licences for Japan and the balance will 
be in the form of Soft Currency Licences. 

11. Licences for Japan will be granted to applicants of category (f) to the 
extent of Rs. 18 per handloom and Soft Currency Licences at the rate of Rs. 178 
per handloom. Applicants of this category should submit with their applications 
a certificate from the D. G. I. & S., the State Director of Industries, the Textile 
Commissioner, or the Registrar or the Assistant Registrar of Co-operative Socie- 
ties in the Stale concerned, certifying the number of handlooms covered by the 
Co-operative Society In question, in addition to the usual certificate of Manufac- 
turing Capactly and actual requirements. 

12. Applicants of category (g) should supply evidence in support of their past 
imports as usual, Licences to :uch applicants will be issued on soft currency 
countries on a quota basis of 56 per cent of half of their best year’s imports from 
all sources excluding Japan. Licences will be issued on Japan on a quota basis 
of 20 per cent of half of their best year’s Imports from Japan alone. Applicants 
of this category will be granted licences subject to the express condition that 
Yarn imported by them will oe supplied to handloom 1 - only This condition will be- 
er doraed on the licences. 

13. All Licences for Japan issued in accordance with this Public Notice will 
be made valid to cover imports from Soft Currency Licensing Area as well as 
from Japan.
